Effective communication must be cultivated

As a healthcare provider, I feel compelled to comment after last week's incident of 
communication conflict between Governor Palin, state Rep. John Harris and state Sen. Lyda 
Green over scheduling of the State of the State address this past week. 



This seemingly small incident, but unresolved communication conflict, appears to have 
culminated in belittling of Senator Green by two Anchorage radio announcers in the 
presence of Governor Palin, to which she did not stop or disagree with the insults, but 
just laughed. Such errors in communication have been known to cause unnecessary 
interpersonal conflicts. 



communication error and misunderstandings between individuals account for nearly 70 
percent of the conflicts, loss of productivity, job dissatisfaction and loss of personal 
well-being in the workplace. The U.S. Department of Health and Human Services has 
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determined that workplace conflict with loss of personal sense of well-being contributes 
to incidences of depression, obesity and low fitness levels. Nearly 10 million U.S. 
workers complain each year of work-related head and neck pains. One of the main causes 
cited for such pains are the consequences of improper communication. 



Over the last 50 years, the terms "health" and "healthcare" have undergone changes in 
definition and application. Health, once defined as absence of disease, is now defined as 
a physical, mental and social process of an individual to enjoy quality of life and 
satisfaction. Healthcare systems now favor an active rather than passive process by which 
patients are encouraged to become more aware of factors that relate to healthy living and 
to participate in demonstrating choices and behaviors that promote a more successful 
existence. 



In December 2007, the governor's Alaskan Health Care Strategies Planning Council 
identified a key healthcare goal of promoting personal health responsibility. Governor 
Palin reiterated the importance of personal health responsibility in her recent State of 
the State address. Practicing effective interpersonal communication skills are essential 
behaviors that directly promote health and well-being. Ineffective communication skills, 
on the other hand, are detriments to health. 



Ineffective communication may take the form of mechanical error, in that the speaker may 
not wait to obtain feedback the listener actually heard or understood the message or 
request. Or, the listener may be so intent on getting a message heard he or she is not 
perceiving what is being said to them. In both cases there is an expectancy of being heard 
by the other and little or no effort put into making sure the message was understood. This 
is the old I-assumed-you-heard-me communication error. In thiB case, misunderstandings 
could be avoided by making sure the message is clear and understandable, that the listener 
is attentive and receptive, and that adequate feedback is obtained. 



Other barriers to effective communication take the form of attitude bias. It appears human 
nature for people to form prejudgments and expectancies of how others should or will 
behave, and to be upset when things do not turn out as expected. Once expectancies are 
formed in a person's mind, the prejudgments become the filter through which the individual 
chooses to view communication exchanges. Therefore, the communication process becomes 
erroneous because the emotional aspects of prejudgment prevented the listener from 
actually hearing, perceiving and weighing the merits of the objective evidence presented 
by the speaker. 



I am not proposing a person totally ignore previous judgments and perceptions; rather, to 

separate the emotional from the actual message, weigh the two for their merits, ask 

questions and seek feedback for clarifications, then make a decision based on evidence, 
not emotion. 



Assuring proper mechanics of communication by actively stopping to reflect upon a 
preexisting emotional bias while separating away the objective message is an essential 
skill required in. healthy interpersonal exchanges, promotion, of healthy behaviors and 
leadership. 



The last essence of proper communication is contained within the intent and delivery of 
the speaker. My mentor and friend, the late Louise Kellogg of the Spring Creek Farm in 
Palmer, taught me three principles she used for effective communication: 1, Seek to 
understand before demanding to be understood; 2. Honor those who are not present; 3. 
Determine whether the communication effort will promote goodwill and positive outcomes for 
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all involved, These are good principles to live by indeed. 



Improvements of cooperation and communication skills have been identified as essential 
issues to work on this year by legislators, the governor and residents. Like any behavior, 
it must be patiently nurtured and practiced by all as old habits are replaced. This will 
be a slow process, but an effective one. As Mark Twain wrote in L896, "Habits are not to 
be thrown out the upstairs window, but coaxed down the stairs one step at a time."

After reviewing the options on where to build the new Crime Lab, Anchorage was chosen over Kenai and 
The Mat-Su Valley for the following reasons: 

• APD is by far the largest user at 72% and even if such usage rate continued, a move to Kenai 
would drive up their expense in shipping evidence and slow their responsiveness to the citizens 
they serve. 

• The staff currently working at the Crime Lab would have to uproot themselves and their families 
and that may cause some to re-think employment with DPS; a consideration as the crime Lab is 
currently understaffed. 

• Many Troopers transport their prisoners into Anchorage and hand carry evidence to the Crime Lab 
now, to move the Lab out of Anchorage would further tie up that traveling Trooper to other 
communities, like Palmer or Kenai, before he or she can return to their assigned post. 

• Finally, the cost for the land in Anchorage is the same price as it would be in Kenai, no cost. (As 
per conversation with MOA Heritage Land Bank Manager with Deputy Commissioner Glass.)

Mine permit team can, does say 'no 1

When members of the LMPT that 1 s the Large Mine Permitting Team spoke last Tuesday on how 
large mines get permitted in Alaska, acronyms fell like snow sliding off a steep metal 
roof during a mid -winter Chinook, 



Or, as Victor Ross of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers said about halfway through the 
three-hour talk, "If you haven't had enough acronyms, if you haven't had enough discussion 
of words and letters you're going to get more," he said. 



About 25 people attended the Jan. 22 presentation, many of them wearing "No Pebble" 
buttons. "The Process for Permitting Mine Projects in Alaska" is a talk given by state and 
federal officials on how large mines like the Red Dog Mine, the Pogo Mine and the proposed 
Pebble Project proceed from exploration to production and beyond. The Large Mine Project 
Team spoke about the permitting process last year in Fairbanks and Anchorage and will give 
its presentation this year in Dillingham, King Salmon and Bethel. 



"Alaskans need to understand the complexities of the mine permitting process, " Alaska 
Department of Natural Resources Commissioner Tom Irwin said in announcing the workshops . 
"It is not simply a matter of DNR saying yes or no, but rather the coordinated involvement 
of many state and federal agencies to process dozens of separate permit applications." 



That's a point the presenters kept emphasizing. 



"There is no one DNR permit, " said Ed Fogels, division director of DNR Office of Project 
Management and Permitting in Anchorage. "There are many, many permits." 
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To dramatize the scale of the permits, Fogels showed a slide of the permit application 
package for the Pogo Gold Mine near Delta Junction a small library of about 20 4 -inch- 
thick books. 



The Large Mine Permitting Team made up of representatives from DKR, the Alaska Department 
of Fish and Game, the Alaska Department of Environmental Conservation, the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency and the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers begins working with 
mining companies before a mine is developed. 



Although on its Web site Pebble officials say the project is in the "pre-permitting" stage 
of development, the barge Mine Permitting Team is already worXing with Northern Dynasty 
and Anglo American now known as the Pebble Partnership in the exploration and 
environmental assessment stage of the project, what it calls the pre -scoping and schedule 
phase. 



"The team is involved," Fogels said. "We've been for years at Pebble, and it hasn't even 
approved permitting." 



The Pebble Partnership has been getting state permits for exploration work, said Sean 
Magee, director of public affairs with the Pebble Partnership, and the Large Mine 
Permitting Team has vi3ited the project site to check on permit compliance. 



"We do have a relationship with them," Magee said. "Certainly we share with the Large Mine 
Permitting Team and its members our environmental study plans every year, so they're aware 
of the work we do. " 



What Pebble hasn't done yet is start the long, involved process of getting the more than 
60 local, state and federal permits needed to dig minerals out of the ground and send them 
to market, That can mean everything from road permits to wastewater disposal permits. 



"Our job is to make sure all these permits are marching along in coordinated fashion," 
Fogels said. 



"The focus is to synchronize it (the process)," he added. "It's a more efficient way to do 
it. It's easier on the applicant, it's easier on the agencies, it's easier on the 
public . " 



One criticism of the permitting process is that mining companies are never told "no." 
That's not true, Fogels said. The Large Mine Permitting Team denies permits all the time 
but it also gives companies a chance to correct problems with permits. Sometimes, a 
company can't produce a mining plan that satisfies agencies, as with the A- J Mine in 
Juneau, where miners wanted to dispose of tailings by dumping them underwater and 
offshore . 



"We worked with them (juite a while until the no's killed the project," Fogels said. 
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The permitting process also goes beyond the development phase of the project into raining 
reclamation. The Large Mine Permitting Team makes sure reclamation and closing the mine is 
done properly. Large mines have to put up some sort of financial assurance that money has 
been set aside for reclamation and long-term monitoring, said Tom Crafford, DNR mining 
coordinator. A mine like Red Dog, for example, has put up $155 million in financial 
assurance . 



"When you evaluate a proposal for a mine, you evaluate it for its closure," Fogels noted. 



At a quest ion -and -answer period at the end, a lot of questions turned to Pebble. On the 
status of the Pebble Partnership's permit application, Fogels said he keeps hearing that 
applications will be coming within one to two years. 



"We've heard that for five years, " he said, "We keep expecting them. 



Magee said the Pebble Partnership would apply for permits by 2 009 at the earliest. 



Officials also were asked if they had enough staff or funding to monitor the permit 
process and mines once permitted. Fogels noted that the state of Alaska bills mining 
companies for its permitting work. That's not the case with the federal government. 
Funding for Corps of Engineers or EPA work comes out of its national budget. 



"Are we adequately funded? No," Ross of the Corps of Engineers said. "I would love to have 
more money to go out into the field." 



One limitation of the Large Mine Permitting Team is that while it gets its authority from 
Alaska statutes, the actual process isn't encoded in a single regulation. 



"It's not prescribed anywhere," Fogels said. 



The Large Mine Permitting Team has a Web site detailing the process, including a paper and 
the slides from the presentation, available at www. dnr. state. ak, us/mining/largemine. Links 
to mining projects like Pebble show the status of those mine's permit applications.

Jim Rearden embodies all that is great about Alaska, and for me, that means 
he embodies what is best about America. A true original, he has not only told some 
of the best stories about our state and its people, he has played an important role in 
making Alaska what it is. 

Alaska's first inhabitants called this piace "The Great Land", and today more 
than ever this state provides a stunning expression of the grandeur that the natural 
world has to offer. The state was founded, almost fifty years ago, by people who, 
like Jim, loved the mountains, the rivers, the flora and the fauna of this remarkable 
place with a deep devotion and had a commitment to responsible stewardship of our 
fish and wildlife.

The law is clear and well-settled that a judge in a statutory proceeding, such as Bankruptcy, divorce, adoption, 
forcible detainment, etc,, is governed by the rules of limited jurisdiction and not by the rules of general jurisdiction, 
In all actions governed by the rules of limited jurisdiction, there is no presumption that the judge has jurisdiction. In 
re Cash, 383 III. 409, 429 (1943) ("Jurisdiction in special statutory proceedings is never presumed. It musl 
affirmatively appear from the record. Nothing will be presumed in favor of jurisdiction in the face of facts appearing 
in the record showing it did not exist"); State Bank of Lake Zurich v. Thill, 1 13 II1.2d 294, 497 N.E.2d 1 156 (1986): 
Wabash Area Development, Inc. v. Ind. Com., 88 111.2d 392 (1981). 

There is a misconception by some attorneys and judges that only a judge may declare an order void, but this is not 
the law: (a) there is no statute nor case law that supports this position, and (b) should there be any case law thai 
allegedly supported this argument, that case would be directly conlrary to the law established by the U.S. Supreme 
Court in Vallely v. Northern Fire & Marine Ins. Co., 254 U.S. 348, 41 S.Ct. 116 (1920) and by the Illinois Supreme 
Court in People v. Miller. Supra. A party may have a court vacate a void order, but the void order is still void ab 
initio, whether vacated or not; a piece of paper does not determine whether an order is void, it just memorializes it, 

This principle of law was stated by the U.S. Supreme Court as "Courts are constituted by authority and they cannot 
go beyond that power delegated to them. If they act beyond that authority, and certainly in contravention of it, theii 
judgments and orders are regarded as nullities. They are not void-able, but simply VOID (ab initio), AND THIS 
EVEN PRIOR TO REVERSAL." [Emphasis added], Vallely v. Northern Fire & Marine Ins. Co., 254 U.S. 348, 41 
S.Ct. 116 920), See also Old Wayne Mut. I Assoc. v. McDonough, 204 U.S. 8, 27 S.Ct. 236 (1907); Williamson 
V. Berry, 8 How. 495, 540, 12 L.Ed. 1170, 1189 (1850); Rose v. Himely, 4 Cranch 241, 269, 2 L.Ed. 608, 611 
(1808). 

A void judgment which includes judgment entered by a court which lacks jurisdiction over the parties or the subjed 
matter, or lacks inherent power to enter the particular judgment, or an order procured by fraud, can be attacked at 
any time, in any court, either directly or collaterally, provided that the party is properly before the court. See Long v 
Shorebank Development Corp., 182 F.3d 548 (C.A. 7 111, 1999) 

Whenever jurisdiction is denied or questioned by a party or the court, it is the duty of the party claiming that the 
court has jurisdiction to prove that the court does indeed have it. Bindell v. City of Harvey, 212 Ill.App.3d 1042, 571 
N.E.2d 1017 (1st Dist. 1991) ("the burden of proving jurisdiction rests upon the party asserting it."). 

Black's Law Dictionary, Sixth Edition, page 1574: 
Void judgment. One which has has no legal force or effect, invalidity of which may be asserted by any person 
whose rights are affected at any time and at any place directly or collaterally. Reynolds v. Volunteer State Life Ins 
Co., Tex.Civ.App. 80 S.W.2d 1087, 1092. One which from its inception is and forever continues to be absolutely 
null, without legal efficacy, ineffectual to bind parties or support a right, of no legal force and effect whatever, and 
incapable of confirmation, ratification, or enforcement in any manner or to any degree. Judgment is a "void 
judgment" if court that rendered judgment lacked jurisdiction of the subject matter, or of the parties, or acted in a 
manner inconsistent with due process, Klugh v. U.S., D.C.S.C, 610 F.Supp. 892, 901. See also Void-able judgment. 

Prerequisites for Subject Matter Jurisdiction 

The really big deal, the real issue in void judgments is SUBJECT MATTER JURISDICTION! ! ! Remember, subjeci 
matter can never be presumed, never be waived, and cannot be construed even by mutual consent of the parties, 



The purported Order(s) issued by this court are/is void ab initio since it was issued during a period lacking no 
subject matter and jurisdiction over the Sovereign parties. - 3 
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Subject matter jurisdiction is two parts: the statutory or common law authority for the court to hear the case and the 
appearance and testimony of a competent fact witness, in other words, sufficiency of pleadings. Subject mattei 
jurisdictional failings: 

No Petition in the record of the case, Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 111. 118, 122 (1930) 
Defective Petition filed. Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 III. 118, 122 (1930) 

Fraud committed in the procurement of jurisdiction, Fredman Brothers Furniture v. Dept. of Revenue, 109 
Fraud upon the court, In re Village of Wilio wbroofe, 3 7 IIL App.3d 393(1 962) 
In the ORIGINAL action, this court was without subject-matter jurisdiction at all times for multiple reasons. One of 
the many reasons arises out of the repeated decision(s) of the Supreme Court, that the record of the case musl 
affirmatively contain a valid Petition for subject matter jurisdiction. Brown v. VanKeuren, 340 III. 118, 122 (1930): 
"The petition required to put the court in motion and give it jurisdiction must be in conformity with the statute 
granting the right and must show all the facts necessary to authorize it to act, -i.e., it must contain all the statements 
which the statute says the petition shall state, - and if the petition fails to contain all of these essential elements the 
court is without jurisdiction. Where a court is exercising special statutory jurisdiction the record must show upon its 
face that the case is one where the courts have authority to act. Before a decree can have vitality the court must have 
jurisdiction not only of the person but of the subject matter." 

A judge does not follow statutory procedure, Armstrong v. Obucino, 300 111. 140, 143 (1921). 
Unlawful activity of a judge, Code of Judicial Conduct. 
Violation of due process, Johnson v. Zerbst, 304 U.S. 458, 58 S.Ct. 1019 (1938); Pure Oil Co. v. City of Northlake : 
10 II1.2d241, 245, 140 N.E.2d 289 (1956); Hallberg v. Goldblatt Bros., 363 111.25 (1936); 
If the court exceeded its statutory authority, Rosenstiel v. Rosenstiel, 278 F.Supp. 794 (S.D.N. Y. 1967). 

The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 (I Stat 50) Article 3 assured that "The utmost good faith shall always be 
observed towards the Indians; their lands and property shall never be taken without their consent; and, in theii 
property, rights and liberty, they shall never be invaded or disturbed, unless in just and lawful wars authorized by 
Congress; but laws founded injustice and humanity, shall from time to time be made for preventing wrongs being 
done to them, and for preserving peace and friendship with them." 

Comment: The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 at Article 3 passed by the U.S. Congress assured Indian nations oj 
their future sovereignty. 

Jay Treaty Nov 19 1794 

Art III "It is agreed that it shall at all times be free to the Indians dwelling on either side of the said boundary line, 
freely to pass and re-pass by land or inland navigation, into the respective territories and countries of the two parties, 
on the continent of America, and to navigate all the lakes, rivers and waters thereof, and freely to carry on trade and 
commerce with each other... nor shall the Indians passing or re-passing with their own proper goods and effects oi 
whatever nature, pay for the same any impost or duty whatever." 

Sperry Oil and Gas vs. Chisholm (264 U.S. 488), 68 L.Ed 03, 44 S.Ct 372, it was found "...nor can the Start 
courts assume jurisdiction in a controversy involving Indians." 

Public Law 83-280 

(67 Stat.588, 18 U.S.C. ss 1 162 and 28 U.S.C. ss 1360) Limitation of state authority to alienate tribal land rights: 
(Nothing in this Act authorizes the) ...alienation, encumbrance or taxation of any real or personal property, including 
water rights belonging to any Indian or Indian tribe, band, or community that is held in trust by the United States oi 
is subject to a restriction against alienation imposed by the United States; or shall authorize regulation or the use oi 
such property in a manner inconsistent with any federal treaty, agreement or statute or with any regulation made 
pursuant thereto- 
Public Law 280Comment: 
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This act prohibits states from asserting jurisdiction within Tribal boundaries without Tribal consent. In Public Law 
280 states where tribes have entered into law enforcement agreements with non-Natives, when a misdemeanor crime 
is committed by an Indian while on a reservation and the arrest is made by state or county law enforcement officers, 
a jurisdictional issue arises as whether the state or the tribe has the jurisdiction. When a county prosecutor or district 
attorney stipulates that the matter is transferred to the jurisdiction of the tribal court, it is a clear indication of respecl 
for that court. [No valid agreement here in Togiak made between a Native or non-Native agency] 

State of Washington vs. Guthrie, 1994 
Tribes, which uphold and practice Tribal Law, Custom and Tradition often, have laws that are different than laws 
and customs of the United States of America. The Kuiu Kwaan of Alaska successfully argued Personal Jurisdiction 
in a criminal case in which Tlingit youth harmed a white man in Washington state. The Kuiu Tribal Court 
successfully argued that Petitioners were subject to the jurisdiction of the Tribe under Tlingit Law wherever they 
may reside. 

Ada B. Deer, Assistant Secretary, Indian Affairs, U.S. Department of the Interior 
June 23, 1994 memorandum: "Tribes, as sovereigns, are not subject to State jurisdiction, are not subordinate to State 
Governments, and should not be dealt with through Federal/State processes and arrangements designed to serve the 
interests of the general public..." 

Memorandum for the Heads of Executive Departments and Agencies 
Govemment-to-Govemment Relationship with Tribal Governments 

The United States has a unique legal and political relationship with Indian tribes and a special relationship with 
Alaska Native entities as provided in the Constitution of the United States, treaties, and Federal statutes. Presidents 
for decades have recognized this relationship. President Nixon announced a national policy of self-determination foi 
Indian tribes in 1970. More recently, Executive Order 13175, entitled Consultation and Coordination with Indian 
Tribal Governments, was issued in 2000. 1 reiterated my Administration's adherence to a government-to-govemmenl 
relationship and support for tribal sovereignty and self-determination earlier this year in Executive Order 13336, 
entitled American Indian and Alaska Native Education. 

My Administration is committed to continuing to work with federally recognized tribal governments on a 
government-to-government basis and strongly supports and respects tribal sovereignty and self-determination foi 
tribal governments in the United States. I take pride in acknowledging and reaffirming the existence and durability 
of our unique government-to-government relationship and these abiding principles. 

This commitment begins at the White House, where my Director of Intergovernmental Affairs serves as my White 
House liaison with all Indian nations and works with federally recognized tribal governments on an 
intergovernmental basis. Moreover, it is critical that all departments and agencies adhere to these principles and 
work with tribal governments in a manner that cultivates mutual respect and fosters greater understanding to 
reinforce these principles. 

Accordingly, the head of each executive department and agency (agency) shall continue to ensure to the greatesl 
extent practicable and as permitted by United States law that the agency's working relationship with federally 
recognized o-ibal governments fully respects the rights of self-government and self-determination due triba, 
governments. Department or agency inquiries regarding this memorandum, specifically those related to regulatory, 
legislative, or budgetary issues, should be directed to the Office of Management and Budget. 

This memorandum is intended only to improve the internal management of the executive branch and is not intended 
to, and does not, create any right, benefit, or trust responsibility, substantive or procedural, enforceable at law or in 
equity, by a party against the United States, its agencies, entities, or instrumentalities, its officers or employees, oi 
any other person.

Will v. Michigan Dept of State Police - Supreme Court ruling repotted Nov. 1 99 1 
491 U.S. 58, 57 LW 4677 (1989) State officials sued in their individual capacities are "persons" under 42 USC 1983 
who may be held liable for damages for civil rights violations. State officials can be held personally liable foi 
actions taken in the course of their official duties. Justice Sandra Day O'Connor wrote that Section 1983 was 
designed to redress violation of civil rights by persons acting under color of state law and thus it would stand the 
statute on its head to hold that a state official could not be held liable "precisely because of her authority" as a state 
official. 

Comment: It is generally held that this ruling is a minimum ruling that may extend to other areas of injury.
